BACE FROM SHAMROCK. 


VICTORY IS MOST 
DECISIVE

New York, Oct. 3.—In a cracking 


breeze and under conditions that 
from start to finish were perfect for 
racing,' Columbia today 
defeated 


Shamrock II. in the second of the 
series for the America's cnp. 


It was an ideal day for such a con- 


test and the wind blew strong, steady 
and true every minute of the race. 
It was just such a wind and alto- 
gether the conditions that the skip- 
pers of both big sloops have all along 
wished for. 


Shamrock got much the best of thn 


start and led her swift rival around 
the first two marks of the triangular 
course. Then, in the beat homeward, 
Columbia picked up her gresn rivnl 
and came pounding over the finish 
with time to spare. 


Ihe official time of the finish was: 
Columbia, 2:15:05. 
Shamrock, 2:16:23. 
The official elapsed time was: 
Shamrock, 3:16:10. 
Columbia, 3:13:18. 
The official corrected time was: 
Shamrock, 3:16:10. 
Columbia, 3:12:35. 
The yachts will race again tomor- 


row, 


THE COURSE. 


The course indicated ,by the com- 


mittee- made the first leg a rather 
close reach on the port tack, the sec- 
ond a broader reach, and the third 
leg a dead beat to the finish. 


When the warning gun was fired 


at 10:55 both yachts were headed 
into the wind a little to the eastward 
of the judge's boat, killing time. 


The starting gun was fired on the 


dot of 11 and it was apparent that 
the advantage lay entirely with the 
British skipper. 


Just before the start he sent the 


Shamrock 
swinging 
around the 


committee boat, cutting in between 
that and the Columbia. The latter, 
being under the Shamrock's lee, ap- 
parently decided not to cross in that 
position, but wore around again* 
•Holding tight to his 
advantage, 


when the gun was fired Captain Syca- 
more .sent the Shamrock across the 
line almost before the 
stiff 
wind 


could sweep the powder smoke away, 
the Columbia being considerably be- 
hind him. 


Alter crossing both yachts went on 


a close reach for the first mark, fairly 
tearing through the water and throw- 
ing great fountains 
of spray from 


under their bows. 


SHAMROCK FIRST OVER. 


The official time of crossing the line 


was: 


Shamrock—11:00:13, 
Columbia—11:01:47. 
It was a magnificent and blood- 


stirring race to the first mark. Both 
yachts were close reached on the port 
tack and smothered along through 
the senr, the gusty winds continually 
knocking them down. 


The pace was terrific and it was 


impossible to determine when part 
of the first leg had 
been sailed 


whether or not the Shamrock was 
maintaining the lead she gained when 
they crossed the line. Both 
wor; 


carrying the same sails. 


Every yard of the snow-white clcud 


of 
canvas -piled above the flying 


hulls of the racers was as hard as 
board. The crews were lined under 
tho windward rail, while off to Ise 
ward tho spray under the bows 0:

clouds by the increasing winds. 


SHAMROCK TURNS FIRST. 


They lifted the first turn ns though

The 
wind held strong and after rounding 
he mark the racers maintained their 
errific speed, making no change in 
heir sails. The excursion fleet had 
a fight to keep up with the race, be* 
ng compelled to crowd on a full head 
f steam to maintain a position which 
would keep the flying yachts in view. 
As in the first leg, it was mere guess- 
work at first whether either boat had 
gained or lost. When about half of 
he second leg had been covered it 
seemed, however, <as if the American 
boat had managed to slightly crawl 
up on her fast sailing opponent. 


HOLDING HER OWN. 


At any rate she was safe within her 
ime allowance, and as they neared 
he second mark it was evident that 
f she was not gaining she was easily 
lolding her own. 


Still scudding in the strong wind, 
he big white racers 
fetched the 


econd mark, the Shamrock rounding 
t first, and with flattening sheets she 
held toward the Jersey shore on the 
tarboard tack for about an eighth 
•f a mile. The Columbia, however, 
uffed around the mark and stood off 
in the port tack. As soon as the Col- 
mbia had rounded the Shamrock also 
went on the port tack, and in this 
iosition the yachts stood nearly due 
north for more than twenty minutes*

OYERRTOES OBJECTION. 


Admiral Bewey said that if the 


question was confined to the Brook- 
lyn there could be no objection. 


The question was then asked as 


to what the Brooklyn had learned 
concerning the shore batteries as a 
result of any bombardment in which 
she had participated in June. 


Before a reply could be given the 


court retired for consultation. 
At 


th3 conclusion of the conference Mr. 
R.iynor changed his question so as 
to read as follows: 
"What do you 


know from your own observations in 
reference to the strength of the shore 
batteries and the guns. 
I want the 


result of your observation at San- 
tiago acquired by you at any time 
without going into any general or 
specific details as to the bombard- 
ments/* 


TOLD HIS STORY. 


Replying Lieutenant Doyle said 


that at the bombardment which had 
taken place June 6th the Zocopo bat- 
tery had replied at first very spirited, 
but that it soon "went out of busi- 
ness/' 
After tho ships withdrew 


the enemy had again manned their 
guns and then shot at the ships. 


On the occasion of the second bom- 


bardment they did not remain so 
long. 
"They always took a snap 


shot at us as we left/* he said. 


Mr. Kayuor then nsked Lieutenant 


Boyle how often he had seen Commo- 
dore Schley under fire during the 
Santiago campaign. 


"Every time we were under fire," 


he replied. 
"During the bombard- 


ments and in the battle of July 3/' 


SCHLEY'S CONDUCT. 


"What was his conduct? I refer 


you to the first specification of the 
precept. 
His conduct in connection 


with the events of ithe Santiago cam- 
paign, and what was his conduct and 
bearing at any time either during the 
bombardments or during tlvs battle of 
July 3 when his ship was under fire/ 


"I did not have an opportunity, as 


the commander was always neai 
about the conning tower, to observe 
his conduct during 'the battle, but 
immediately previous and after ] 
did have an opportunity to do so. He 
always struck me as being just about 
as well possessed as it was possible 
for anybody to be \xnder these cir- 
cumstances." 


Mr. Kaynor then asksd the witnes* 


whether on July 2. 1898, he had ob 
served smoke coming from Santiago 
harbor over Socophas hill. 


LEMLEY OBJECTS. 


Captain Lemley objected ani Mr 


Raynor said that his purpose was to 
prove that it was believed at tha> 
time that the Spaniards were prepar 
ing to withdraw from tho liarbor, anc 
that 
Commodore Schley had 
com- 


municated ths facts to the squadron 
It was content, he said, to prove the 
conduct of the commodore under th 
department's precept. 


Captain Lemley an'd Mr. Hanna 


contended that the certain effect of 
such questions would be to open th 
^atcs for interminable inquiry, ant 
tha-t if one side should, enter upon 
such questions the other must also be 
allowed to do £0. They did not ob- 
ject except for the reason of the time 
involved. 


Captain Parker announced his wil- 


lingness to "open the doer/' 
H< 


wanted the entire matter investigated 
and would move the search! ig" 
turned upon every individual from 
the comm^nder-in-chicf to the lowes 
officer under him. 


Mr. Raynor was then permitted ta 


ask his question, which he did in tlu 
following words: 


"Was tho smoke observed on July 


£ by Commodore Sohley communicat- 
ed to the squadron?" 


SMOKE OBSERVED JULY 2, 


The reply wns: 
"Smoke was ob- 


served rising in the -harbor on July 
2 and my impression is nnd always 
has been since that night thnt Iha 
information was conveyed to the ccmi- 
mandar-in-chief/' 


The witness was then requested to 


give n brief account of the part taken 
by the Brooklyn in the battle of July 
3, which he did, repeating much that 
he had said yesterday. 


DOYLE'S STORY. 


After stating the preliminaries 


Lieutenant Doyle related his observa- 
tions for the battle in the following 
language: 


"I fired the left gun first, and Hal- 


Hgan shortly afterward fired the 
right 'one. 
Then we began to load 


the gun? again. 
It was necessary 


then after loading the guns a second 
time to turn the turret directly 
ahead, as our, ship was apparently 
shutting the enemy out by turning 


-with a starboard helm. 
Iramedi-; 


•ately after firing that left gun the 
second time the order was to man 
'the starboard battery. I got out the 
turret through the roof, that being 
the most convenient way of getting 
out and crossed over to the starboard 
turret. 


"As I was going into the starboard 


turret I had an opportunity to see 
;Ve Spanish ships. They were than 
i little on our starboard bow. 
As 


soon as I had charge of the con- 
troller, which up to this time had 
been in charge of Mr. Woodward, I 
svmng* the turret around on to the* 
starboard bow. 
In the meantime 


soine- of our forward guns had fired. 
The volume of smoke was so great 
that it must have come from one of 
the eight-inch guns of the forward 
turret, so I was entirely shut out 
from .seeing the enemy. 


CHANGE OP THE GTTN3. 


"While the guns were in this po- 


sition Mr. Hason, our executive offi- 
cer, parsed down the starboard gang- 
way, calling, 'Sharp on the starboard 
quarter/ The interval of time fiom 
the time the guns were on the stir- 
board bow or starboard quaiter, I 
think, must have been two minutes. 
I swung the guns around to the 
starboard quarter and then picked up 
the enemy. 
The range at which I 


fired, to the best of my memory, was 
vbcut 1,400 yards, and fro:n then on 
it was a constant fire, training the 
guns until we finally got them on 
the starboard beam. Tho range in- 
creased up to 2,000 yards, ni.d dur- 
ing the run after being parallel with 
the Spanish ships the ra-ig? varied 
from about 2,300 to 1,800. I think 
when the Vizcaya went in shore tha 
range was about 1,800 yards. 


"Just 
immediately 
before she 


turned in she made a sheer with her 
starboard helm, apparently coming 
toward us, and then immediately -mt 
the helm around the other way and 
went in shore. 


CHA^E FOR COLON. 


"From then on it was a chase after 


the Colon. At the time tha Vizcaya 
went ashore the Colon, by wn-ki: 
up inside of the other Spanish ship?, 
had secured a very long lead. 
I 


should say she was at least five or 
six miles, perhaps more, on cur star- 
board bow, well inshore. The order 
was given to cease firing and to come 
out of the turrets and take a *spelF 
during the chase of the Colon. The 
Oregon during that chase and while 
we were on the top of the turret was 
directed to try her thirteen-ineh 
guns on the chase, which she did, and 
the shots fell short. 
In a little 


while they were tried again and came 
a little closer/' 


Admiral 
Dewey: 
"Directed by 


whom?" 


"By Commodore Schley, sir; by 


wig-wag signal, as I remember it." 


Admiral D&wey: "You saw that 


signal?" 


"Yes, sir; I saw the signal being 


made." 


Admiral Benham: "Did you read 


the signal?" 


KNEW THE SIGNAL. 


"I did not, but I understood ^-li 


it was, and if I am not mistaken it 
was McCauIly, an ensign we had on 
board, who made the signal himself. 
Shortly after this the forward tur- 
ret and starboard turret of the Brook- 
lyn were directed to load the guns 
with armor-piercing shells. The for- 
ward turret was directed to are first 
two shots, which it did. The shots 
fell short. 
Then I was directed to 


fire and I fired at a range, as I now 
recall, of 6,500 yards. We tried both 
guns at that range. 
These shots 


fell short. We loaded again in the 
starboard turret, and I increased the 
range to 6,700 yards and fired the 
right gun. It went a Hule to the 
right of the Colon, as near as I cou'd 
judge, but the range was very good. 
The Colon very shortly after that 
went ashore. We steamed up to hei 
and proceeded to get out a cutter for 
Captain Cook to go over and receive 
her surrender/' 


Captain Lemley began his cross- 


examination by asking the witness 
whether he wns as suic of the post 
tion and actions of the Brooklyn as 
he had been of the way the Brooklyn 
had been turned en the day of the 
Santiago battle. 


WAS MORE CERTAIN. 


Tho witness replied that he was 


more certain. 
He repeated his state- 


ment made yesterday that he haa 
made the entry in the log that the 
vessel had 'turned with a starboarJ. 
helm when in fact it had turned with 
a port helm. 


He said he had :;ot consulted with 


any one e::cer-1 Commander Sharp 
before he changed the entry. 


The questions were then asked by 


Mr. Hanna and traversed much the 
same ground gone over yesterday by 
Captain Lemley in the examination 
in chief* 
The witness again testified 


to the circumstances that he had 
hoard guns fired upon approaching 
Cicnfuegos. 
He was sure that there. 


were several guns, although the log 
book which he had written for the 
clay had a record of anly two guns. 
He admitted that in that respect the 
log did net represent the entire facts. 
The witness also told of the flying 
squadron's reconnoisance of tho har- 
bor nt Cienfuegos, but declared that 
ho had observed no earthworks on 
shore there. 


SAW LIGHTS ASHORE. 


He also said that while he had seen 


the shore lights <at night at CienfUe- 


gos he had never suspected that they 
were signals. He told of seeing three 
horsemen on the shore during the day 
time. 
j 


"We regarded 
them as Spanish 


cavalry," he said, "and they were so j 
brazen tint some one suggested that 
we should stir them up a bit; but we 
did not fire at them." 


In response to Jffr. Haima's ques- 


tions Lieutenant Doyle said that upon 
approaching Santiago on the evening 
of Hay 28 the squadron had lain to 
for the night about seven miles off 
Santiago, but he thought that the 
Marblehead and the Vixen had been 
placed on picket duty for the night. 
The l^g, however, showed no record 
of this latter fact. 


Mr. Hanna then cross-examined the 


witness regarding his testimony bear- 
ing upon the battle off Santiago, ask- 
ing him first as to the direction in 
which the Spanish ships were headed 
as they came out of the mouth of the 
harbor. 


CAME OTJT IN COLUMN. 


"There were coming right toward 


us/' the witness replied, "in column 
of vessel, almost in line a little on 
our starboard bow. 
They hay had 


not them begun to turn." 


-Were they firing at you?" asked 


Mr. Hanna. 


"They were certainly firing in our 


direction," was the response. 


The witness said that after that 


the firing was from both sides of the 
bows of the enemy's vessels. 


"How sure," asked Mr. Hanna, "do 


you feel of your of recollection as to 
the way they were heading at the 
time?" 


"That is one of the things that most 


firmly impressed itself on tuy mind," 
replied the witness. 


Lieutenant Doyle said that he had 


made his observations of the battle 
through the peephole from the slid- 
ing head, and again related how the 
enemy had been cut off from 
his 


vision by the smoke of one of the 
Brooklyn's big guns. 


The cross-examination upon those 


incidents was in progress when the 
court 
took its midday recess 
for 


luncheon.

breeze and under conditions that 
from start to finish were perfect for

Shamrock 1-1. in the second of the 
series for the America's cup. 


It was an ideal day for such a con- 


test and the wind blew strong, steady 
and true every minute of the race. 
It was just such a wind and alto- 
gether the conditions that the skip- 
pers of both big sloops have all along 
wished for. 


Shamrock got much the best of thn 


start and led her swift rival around 
the first two marks of the triangular 
course: Then, in the beat homeward, 
Columbia picked up her greyn rival 
and came pounding over the finish 
with time to spare. 


The official time of the finish was: 
Columbia, 2:15:05. 
Shamrock, 2:16:23. 
The -ofiicial elapsed time was: 
Shamrock, 3:16:10. 
Columbia, 3:13:18. 
Tho ofllcial corrected time was: 
Shamrock, 3:16:10. 
Columbia, 3:12:35. 
The yachts will race ag-ain tomor- 


row. 


THE COURSE. 


The course indicated by the com- 


mittee made the first leg a rather 
closo reach on the port tack, the sec- 
ond a broader reach, and ths third 
leg a dead beat to the finish. 


When the warning gun was fired 


at 10:55 both yachts were headed 
into the wind a little to the eastward 
of the judge's boat, killing time. 


Tho starting gun was fired on the 


dot of 11 and it was apparent that 
the advantage lay entirely with the 
British skipper. 


Ju&t before the start he sent the 


Shamrock 
swinging 
around tlie 


committee boat, cutting in between 
that and the Columbia. The latter, 
being under the Shamrock's lee, ap- 
parently decided not to cross in that1 


position, but wore around 
again. 


•Holding tight 
to his 
advantage, 


when the gun was fired Captain Syca- 
onore sent the Shamrock across the 
line almost before the 
stiff 
wind 


could sweep the powder smoke away, 
the Columbia being considerably be- 
hind him. 


After crossing both yachts went on 


a close reach for the first mark, fairly 
tearing through the water and throw- 
ing great fountains 
of spray from 


under their bows. 


SHAMROCK FIRST OVER. 


The cfficial time of crossing the line 


was: 


Shamrock—11:00:13. 
Columbia—11:01:47. 
It was a magnificent and blood- 


stirring race to the first mark. Both 
yachts were close reached on the port 
tack and smothered along through 
the se^r, the gusty winds continually 
knocking them down. 


The pace was terrific and it was 


impossible to determine when part 
of the first leg had 
been 
sailed 


whether or not the Shamrock was 
maintaining the lead she gained when 
they crossed the line. 
Both 
wora 


carrying the same sails. 


Every yard of the snow-white cloud 


of 
canvas -piled 
nbc-va the 
flying 


hulls of the racers was as hard as a 
board. The crewa were lined under 
tho windward rail, while off to iae- 
ward tho spray under the bows of 
the yachts was 
swept in smoky 


clouds by the increasing winds. 


SHAMROCK TURNS FIRST. 


They lifted the first turn ns though 


the stake boat itself was coming to 
meet them, the Shamrock still hold- 
ing her big lead.

The Shamrock turned the 
first 


mark, unofficial time, 11:50:55, and 
gybing, stretched out for the reach 
to the second mark. 
The Columbia 


follop;ed her around one minute and 
twenty-five seconds later,- and based 
on unofficial figures, it seemed that 
she had gained nine seconds on the 
first leg. 


Both swept awny on the starboard 


•tficTc, the Shamrock lending by about 
a quarter to a third of a mile.

COLUMBIA GAINED. 


This showed that the Columbia's 


gain was twenty-three seconds in the 
ten miles of close I'eaching of the firsl 
leg. 


The second leg of the 
race losl 


nothing in exciting interest. 
The 


wind held strong and after rounding 
the mark the racers maintained their 
•terrific speed, 'making no change in 
their sails. The excursion fleet 'had 
a fight to keep up with the race, he- 
ing compelled to crowd on a full head 
of steam to maintain a position which 
would keep the flying yachts in view 
As in the first leg, it was mere guess- 
work at first whether either boat had 
gained or lost. "When about half of 
the second leg had been, covered it 
seemed, liowever, <as if the American 
boat had managed to slightly crawl 
up on her fast sailing opponent. 


HOLDING HER OWN. 


At any rate she was safe within her 


time allowance, and as they neared 
the second mark it was evident that 
if she was not gaining she was easily 
holding her own. 


Still scudding in the strong wind, 


the big whits racers 
fetched the 


second mark, the Shamrock rounding 
it first, and with flattening sheets she 
aeld toward the Jersey shore on the 
starboard tack for about an eighth 
of a mile. The Columbia, however, 
uffed around the mark and stood off 
on the port tack. As soon, as the Col- 
umbia had rounded the Shamrock also 
went on the port tack, and in this 
position the yachts stood nearly due 
north for more than twenty minutes.
